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OVERALL PERFORMANCE! 
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2021 marks the 20 years since 
Sheffield Eagles became the first 
Rugby club of either code to 
establish a charitable foundation. 


The rationale at the time was to en- 
sure that funding for Rugby League 
development could be ringfenced to 
ensure that whatever the fortunes 

of the professional club, initiatives 

to grow the game would be protect- 
ed. Originally called the Sheffield & 
Regional Rugby League Development 
Partnership Trust, the opportunities 
of charitable status allowed access 

to a more diverse range of funds and 
the Trust, together with the Eagles, 
quickly launched a schools coaching 
programme which reached over 3,000 
young people each year. 


By 2013, the scale of the trust’s work 
had grown significantly and extended 
beyond simply schools coaching, de- 
livering social Rugby League opportu- 
nities for adults, coach development 
initiatives and a range of related 
interventions aimed at growing the 
infrastructure for Rugby League in the 
city, reaching over 10,000 people per 
year and drawing on almost £100,000 
of funding each year. A reduction in 
funding, a loss of full-time staff and 
coupled with the Eagles home ground 
issues In 2017, saw the Include Foun- 
dation’s operations diminish, with 
just a small amount of activity taking 
place under the stewardship of the 
board of trustees. 


With Sheffield due to host the England 
v Greece Rugby League Men’s World 
Cup game, along with group stages 
and semi-finals of the Wheelchair 
World Cup, there is a once in a ger- 
eration opportunity to capitalise and 
create a legacy from the events. 


With the Rugby League World Cup 


coming to Sheffield this year, which 
sees England v Greece in the men’s 
competition take place at Bramall Lane 
and an entire group of games and the 
semi-finals in the wheelchair competi- 
tion being played at the EIS Sheffield, 
the heightened interest in the game 

in the city presents a once In a gen- 
eration opportunity to revitalise the 
work of the foundation and to create 
a legacy from the events. lan Anniss, 
known and respected by many for his 
role in Rugby League’s development in 
the city, agreed to become chair of the 
trustees and to lead the revitalisation 
of the foundation, but sadly passed 
away last year before he was able to 
take up the role. 


Following a pause for reflection, David 
Butler and Adam Hughes, both former 
employees of Sheffield Eagles and with 
over 30 years of combined experienc- 
es in sports development took up the 
roles of Chair and Vice Chair respec- 
tively and have been working with 

the other trustees, Rob Womack and 
Michael Hackett, to lay the platform for 
the foundation’s return to success. 


Over the coming weeks there will be 

a several of exciting announcements 
regarding the foundation as well as 
some great opportunities for support- 
ers Of Rugby League in Sheffield to get 
on board and to help to grow the great 
Game of Rugby League across Sheffield 
and South Yorkshire.

DAN FOWLERS TALKS TO MATT JAMES

DF: It’s been a long time coming 
but Rugby League is back and 
you will be making your return. 
How excited are you to be 

back amongst the action? 


MJ: | am extremely excited, like 

a kid at Christmas! It’s been 

a long pre-season but the first 
Game is around the corner now. 
We will have had a couple of full 
contact games amongst ourselves 
before the York match. I’ve pulled 
through the first one pretty well so 
that has given me the confidence 
boost to go into the season and 
know | can do a job. 


DF: It’s been a long road back for 
yourself, how was the rehab and 
the support you received? 


MJ: | don’t want to go too deep 
but | have had some tough times. 
| was sat at home on one occasion 
thinking that I’m probably done 
here and need to hang them up 
as | won’t be able to get through 
it. Even a few days in pre-sea- 

son where | have turned up and 
couldn’t get the movement | 
need, but everyone has given me 
the encouragement that | need- 
ed - from soft tissue massages to 
doing extras in the gym, they’ve 
really helped. I’m starting to come 
out of the other side now which 

is good, as injuries like | had can 
go one of two ways but thankfully 
I’m at the right side. 


DF: What has the atmosphere 
been like in training and has 
there been a big difference due to 
the pandemic? 


MJ: Having such a long lay-off, peo- 
ple didn’t really know what to ex- 
pect. Luckily we’ve picked up what 
was needed to be done quickly 
and we’ve had one of the longer 
pre-seasons out of all the teams in 
the league. We Nave come Dack in 
and fired into each other. It’s been 
quite physical, demanding on the 
lungs and everyone has ripped in 
to get the most out of it. Tubbs 
has said it a few times, that we 
need to get our bodies in the right 
Shape to go straight into play- 


ing full contact sport for 80 
minutes. Most of the squad 
haven’t done it for a year, | ha- 
ven’t done it for two years, so 
we Nave really had to buy into 
what he’s been telling us. 


DF: We take on York today, 
who are tipped to be one 

of the front-runners in the 
league this year. It will be a 
good test for the lads, to start 
the year? 


MJ: It’s really good test for us 
and we don’t want it any other 
way. No point just dipping our 
toes in the water! There will 

be a few teams up there that 
we have to front up against, 
sides that have brought a lot of 
experience in. We’ll be able to 
gauge where we are ahead of 
the league season starting. It’s 
a good opportunity for us to 
start on a positive note. 


DF: How important is a good 
run in the Challenge Cup, es- 

pecially with our 1895 Cup on 
the line too? 


MJ: We absolutely want to go 
back-to-back in the 1895 Cup 
so it is a massive game for us. 
We’re raring to go now and 
we want to start this year on 

a positive note so we can build 
on it going forward.
